REPORTING OF UNAUTHORIZED DISCLOSURES 
RELATING TO INTELLIGENCE SOURCES AND METHODS 


. 1 • Executive Order 11905, dated 18 February 1976, 
provides that the names of persons found to have made or to 
have threatened unauthorized disclosure of information 
concerning intelligence sources or methods shall be for- 
warded to the Director of Central Intelligence or head of 
applicable department or agency for appropriate disciplinary 
action and to the Attorney General for appropriate legal 
action. 6 

2. Agency personnel who have knowledge of unauthorized 
disclosure or threatened unauthorized disclosure of informa- 
tion concerning intelligence sources or methods should 
report such information to the Director of Security. The 
Director of Security, in coordination with the Inspector 
General, will investigate the allegation, evaluate the 
information and, if warranted, report the circumstances to 
the Director of Central Intelligence for appropriate action 
and to the General Counsel for legal review and for for- 
warding to the Attorney General.
